A VAG LAW. 


lf we should be called upon to spec- 
ify the social reform most needed in 
Atlanta at present we would unhesita- 
tingly answer—the vigorous enforce- 
ment of the law against vagrancy. Our 
citizens are reasonably impressed ‘vith 
a sense of alarm at the increase of the 
army of loafers and vagrants whi-b 
swarms upon our streets. These 
idle people are of no _ profit 
to themselves or the com. 
munity. On the other hand they are 
the recruits who are steadily passing 
into the prisons of county and state. 
They are the Ishmaelties of society, 
the rebels against law and order and 
the terror of peaceable and intelligent 
citizeus. 

To take a census of the vagrants in 
this city would be a work of months. 
They group at every corner, they block 
the walks upon every thoroughfare, 
darkening auley and by-way 
and swarm in the purlieus 
until. their name legion. 
There are many white people in the 
gangs but they seem to have fallen to 
the lowest level. They penetrate the 
back vards of residences in the guise 
of beggars, they loaf about wherever 
they can pick up a morsel without ex- 
ertion, and when both occupations of 
mendicant and scavenger fail, they re- 
sort to theft. But the great mass ol 
these idle, shiitess, non-producing 
vagrauts is made up of negroes. 
This is one of the natural re- 
sults of their stateof freedom. Unabie 
toappreciate the significance and duties 
ot their new position in the political 
worid they construe their liberty to 
mean license and they use it according- 
ly. They lie, beg, steal and swindle in 
every conceivable way and are happiest 
when they work least. They area dirty, 
diseased, foul-mouthed tribe of semi- 
barbarians and some stringent meas- 
ures should be resorted tothat we may

There can be no justification of 
a lax policy which will permit the ob- 
scene wretches and vulgar wenches 
who parade our streets in drunken and 
abandoned swagger both day and night 
to insult the ears of good men and vir- 
tuous women who are called abroad 
into the streets. The time has come 
for redress of these social evils. The 
id'e, wicked and vagrant class must 
siffer banishment from the city. The 
tax they levy upon us for their sup- 
port is enormous. Let them be driven 
to the fields and to the work which na- 
ture designed for them—production by 
agriculture. The veople are tired of 
this disgusting business and demand 
that all vagrant acts be at once en- 
forced to their full extent. 
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LANIER’S CANTATA. 


When it was announced that Sidney 
Lanier, of Georgia, had been selected 
tu write the cantata-words for the open- 
ing ceremonies of the centennial expo- 
sition the pride of our citizens in their 
gifted young poet was visibly increas- 
ed. The expectation was general that 
upon this magnificent opportunity for 
fime of the fullest measure Mr. Lanier 
would devote the richest ministrations 
of his fancy and the finest ex- 
hibition of his poetic art. 
His previous labors had justified the 
selection and almost assured the ful- 
tillment of every hope expressed con- 
cerning the coming work. 

Mr. Lanier gave his song to the na- 
tion and the critics. To say it was 
everything that they expected of him 
would not be true. It did not meet 
that enthusiasm of satisfaction which 
had been promised inadvance. There 
was much toqnestion mixed in with 
the glittering flashes of the song and 
we are free to say that its high-wrought 
delineation was of a too advanced art. 
In thisit failed, perhaps very greatly, to 
adapt itself to the broader and more 
rugge:l sentime.is of the popular heart. 
Regret for this is natural to his friends 
who know his powers and appreciate 
his genius. 

A'l these things being true and ad- 
mitted, we still fail to see that Mr. 
Lanier has achieved no honors upon 
the meritsof his work. Its reception 
upon the oceasion for which it was pro- 
duced, if not the most cordial, was too 
flattering to be overlooked and too ear- 
nest to be insincere. ‘The applause of 
the vast crowd was enthusiastic. 
Portions of the music were encored.” 

The above report fails to justify the 
sharp, unkind and too apparently par- 
tisan criticisms pronounced against 
the work bythe writers of the north 
and east. Mr. Lanier has been made a 
subject for their ridicule and his can- 
ta'a called by all manner of harsh 
names. They said its success would 
depend upon Dudley Buck’s music, 
and that the composer had a hard 
task in making any worthy 
scores to fit the words of the song. 
They said it was “senseless” and 
“stupid,” and that it would be charity 
todrown the words in the volume of 
the voices appointed to sing them. 
Whittier’s hymn was unfairly made a 

test-gauyge for Mr. Lanier’s work and a 
number of the poetasters of “The Hub” 
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occasion 
young Georgia genius. And, warse 
than all, these things have been spread 
abroad in such colors as to show an] 
animus much too consonant with the 


sectional spirit of recent polities, It is 
of assault upon Mr. Lanier that we ob- 


ject. 

In the face of all the facts, we have 
very considerable pride to express in 
the result of Sidney Lanier’s effort and 
we believe he will yet find rich honor 
in the achievement. His difficulties, 
not made by him, almost crushed the 
work from the outset. It would have. 
been easier for Homer to have com- 
pressed the Liad into twenty lines, or 
for Gibbon to have written the history 
of Rome in an eight-page pamphlet, 
than it was for Lanier to do that at 
which he made go bold and reasonably 
successful attempt. He deserves hon- 
or for the courage of that attempt and 
the almost signal success in which it 
resulted. We shall not essay to de- 
prive Lim of one jot of that richly de- 
served, because earnestly aimed at, 


honor.

Reception of the Southern Delega- 
tion in the Conference— 
Touching Letter From 
Dr. Pierce. 

Telegrams to the Constitution. 


Ba.timorr, May 12.—Bishop Peck 
president. 

A C. George, of New York, present- 
eda preamble commencing: 

Whereas, There area number of dis- 
tinct bodies of Methodistsin the United 
States, in the dominion of} Canada, in 
Great Britain andin other countries, 
and 

Whereas, These different Methcdist 
organizations accept the American the- 
olugy and maintain the usages which 
distinguished them to some extent 
from every other denomination of 
Christians; Therefore 

Resolved, That the bishops be 
requested to appoint a commission of 
nine persons, consisting of two of their 
own number from, other universities, 
and three laymen who shall take this 
whole subject into consideration, cor- 
respond with the different Methodist 
bodies in this country, and in every 
other country, and endeavor to arrange 
for a general council of Methodism at 
such time and place as may be judged 
most advisable, to consider topics rela- 
ting to the position, worth and respon- 
sibility of Methodism for the world’s 
evangelization 

Resolved, That such commission is 
hereby empowered to represent and 
speak for and in the name of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church in the United 
States, and is directed to makea full 
report of its.proceedings to the general 
conference of 1880. 

Resolved, That the necessary expen- 
ses of such commission be met in the 
same manner as the expenses of dele- 
gates to other relizious bodies are met.
